Editor: 

As  a concerned,  interested  and  involved 
alumna  and  former  staff  member  of  Pine 
Manor,  I was  offended  and  extremely  disap- 
pointed by  the  implications  of  Ms.  Perry's  let- 
ter to  all  alumnae  announcing  the  resignation 
of  President  Gordon  (or  more  accurately, 
announcing  the  appointment  of  Mrs.  Ashby). 
That  letter  typifies  the  Trustees'  insensitivity  to 
crucial  constituencies  of  the  College,  suggest- 
ing the  latter's  incapacity  to  understand  the 
rationale  behind  major  decisions  at  the  institu- 
tion. Further,  it  implies  (to  me,  at  least)  that 
alumnae  input  does  not  have  the  value  nor  are 
they  as  well  informed  as  the  governing  body 
which  gathers  only  three  or  four  days  during 
the  year. 

I,  for  one,  want  to  know  if  President  Gordon 
resigned  of  his  own  free  will,  and  if  so,  why. 

Or  was  he  asked  to  resign  by  the  Board,  and  if 
so,  why.  1 want  to  know  if  a search  committee 
has  been  established . I want  to  know  when  the 
Board  wants/expects  a permanent  president  to 
move  in.  I want  to  know  what  all  this  means 
for  the  future  of  Pine  Manor. 

While  I am  entirely  supportive  of  the 
appointment  of  Mrs.  Ashby  as  acting  presi- 
dent, I also  recognize  the  handicaps  and  limi- 
tations of  such  a temporary  position.  It  is  not 
easy  for  any  college  to  change  leaders,  but  the 
whole  notion  of  Pine  Manor  going  from  Ferry 
to  Gordon  to  Ashby  in  the  space  of  one  year  is 
simply  overwhelming.  Any  institution  which 
can  have  three  different  leaders  in  that  time 
and  still  be  economically  and  educationally 
viable  must  certainly  be  exceptional. 

In  short,  I resent  not  being  told  why  the 
change,  and  what  happens  now.  The  favor  of  a 
reply  is  requested.

The  resume  on  President  Ashby  sounds 
most  impressive.  How  fortunate  we  are  to 
have  her. 


Editor: 

The  presidential  resignation  at  Pine  Manor  is 
an  example  of  a gradual  decline  in  the  aca- 
demic and  moral  spirit  of  this  college.  A school 
like  Pine  Manor,  striving  to  maintain  its  quality 
of  education  with  awareness  of  current  curri- 
cular demands  cannot  afford  the  disruptive 
succession  of  events  in  recent  weeks.  Donald 
Gordon  took  office,  resigned,  and  was 
replaced  by  Rosemary  Ashby  in  a period  of  six 
months,  the  implications  of  which  demand 
examination.  The  significance  of  this  upon  the 
present  circumstances  in  the  college  and  its 
inevitable  weight  upon  the  future  must  be 
seen  afresh. 

Donald  Gordon's  resignation  is  unfortunate 
in  view  of  the  flash  of  new  and  questioned 
changes  at  Pine  Manor.  His  presidency  sym- 
bolized a smooth  continuum  from  Frederick  C. 
Ferry's  years  of  dedication,  yet  also  marked  a 
progressive  shift  towards  a strong  future.  The 
urgent  question  of  Pine  Manor's  existence 
needs  a wide  perspective  and  farsightedness, 
yet  the  recent  events  seem  to  suggest  that  the 
college  has  been  peering  through  bifocals. 

Finally,  the  "musical  chairs"  in  the  presi- 
dent's office  carries  an  ironic  note  after  the 
dedicated  efforts  of  the  Search  Committee. 

The  extensive  recruiting,  screening  of  candi- 
dates, and  the  presentation  of  three  final 
choices  are  all  ludicrously  worthless  a year 
later. 

President  Ashby  will  certainly  prove  worthy 
of  her  office  and  welcome  as  a woman  leading 
women  in  this  short  but  valuable  educational 
experience.  It  is  regrettable  that  she  was 
ushered  in  by  a flurry  of  chaotic  actions  and 
decisions.  Hopefully  Pine  Manor  will  emerge 
from  the  rubble  of  knocking  down  and  build- 
ing up  still  standing  for  another  generation. 


Editor: 

I am  writing  in  reference  to  the  letter  alum- 
nae received  earlier  last  month  announcing  the 
resignation  of  Donald  Gordon  and  the 
appointment  of  Rosemary  Ashby  as  acting 
president  of  Pine  Manor. 

While  I could  not  be  more  enthusiastic  about 
Mrs.  Ashby's  appointment,  circumstances 
leading  up  to  Mr.  Gordon's  resignation  cry  out 
for  an  explanation.

Whatever  difficulties  Pine  Manor  experi- 
enced last  fall  and  winter,  her  alumnae 
deserve  to  learn  about  them.  Speculation  only 
threatens  our  unity,  whereas  publishing  the 
candid  story  will  help  us  to  put  the  entire 
problem  behind  us. 

Mrs.  Ashby  is  a young  dynamic,  well-edu- 
cated woman  and  she  appears  to  be  exactly  the 
individual  Pine  Manor  now  needs  as  a leader.

The  January  30,  1975  issue  of  The  New  Paper 
(Pine  Manor's  student  paper)  carried  an  interviezv 
with  recently -resigned  president  Donald  Gordon. 
The  next  issue  of  the  paper  contained  a letter  in 
response  to  that  article  from  David  P.  Boyd,  M.D., 
a longtime  trustee  of  Pine  Manor.  In  his  preface  Dr. 
Boyd  regretted  having  to  belabor  the  matter,  refer- 
ring to  an  earlier  communication  of  his,  also  pub- 
lished in  The  New  Paper,  as  "a  statement  of  the 
manner  in  which  Pine  Manor's  trustees  would  have 
preferred  to  let  this  matter  rest.  But, " he  continued, 
“the  published  interview  with  former  president 
Gordon  and  statements  attributed  to  him  by  stu- 
dents call  for  a more  vigorous  public  posture. " With 
Dr.  Boyd's  permission  we  reprint  his  more  recent 
letter  here,  preceded  by  The  New  Paper  interview  to 
which  it  refers. 


The  interview: 

During  a brief  interview,  January  20,  Mr. 
Gordon  explained  his  resignation  as  the  result 
of  a mutual  loss  of  confidence,  "the  Board  of 
Trustees  in  the  President  and  the  President  in 
the  Board  of  Trustees."  This  development  was 
only  a recent  erupting  of  an  earlier  relationship 
that  was  complicated  by  a difference  of  opin- 
ion concerning  several  major  factors.  These  are 
listed  in  Mr.  Gordon's  statement  as:  priorities, 
educational  direction,  basic  standards,  and 
administration. 

The  most  pressing  and  perhaps  important 
disagreement  between  the  parties  developed 
over  the  college's  priorities.  According  to  Mr. 
Gordon,  the  Trustees'  solution  to  the  pressing 
and  linked  problems  of  enrollment  and 
finances  involved  a fast-moving  and  strongly- 
led  program  to  be  initiated  by  the  President. 
Mr.  Gordon,  on  the  other  hand,  envisioned  a 
plan  which  would  induce  larger  changes  and 
take  more  time.  In  the  same  context  there  were 
opposing  views  as  to  the  extent  and  degree  to 
which  the  college  should  become  vocational. 
(However  he  was  not  explicit  on  this  point.) 

The  precipitating  factor  which  caused  the 
final  break  in  the  relationship  and  led  to  Mr. 
Gordon's  resignation  was  the  President's  deci- 


sion not  to  renew  the  contracts  of  Dean  Ashby 
and  Dean  Carter.  He  explained  that  this  action 
was  "based  purely  on  objective  reasons  and  on 
some  subjective  ones."  His  plan  was  to  create 
a new  kind  of  Dean's  Office;  he  would  hire  one 
dean  to  replace  the  traditional  Dean  of  Stu- 
dents and  Academic  Dean.  The  Trustees 
apparently  disagreed  and  held  a secret  meet- 
ing on  Wednesday,  January  15,  during  which 
they  decided  to  ask  for  Mr.  Gordon's  resigna- 
tion. According  to  Mr.  Gordon,  he  and  the 
Board  made  an  unwritten  agreement  in 
December  that  the  President  should  have  the 
discretion  in  hiring  and  firing.  "It  is  the  Trus- 
tees' obligation  to  support  the  President,"  he 
explained.  Mr.  Gordon  felt  that  this  broke  a 
trust  and  that  he  "could  no  longer  go  on  work- 
ing for  someone  he  couldn't  trust."  He  added 
also  that  "too  much  fighting  and  disagreement 
was  in  the  way  of  any  progress."

The  reply: 

Mr.  Gordon  begins  by  reference  to  a mutual 
loss  of  confidence.  This  correctly  indicates  a 
deteriorating  relationship  between  a majority 
of  trustees  and  himself.  That  the  resignation 
was  indeed  the  erupting  of  earlier  and  contin- 
uing strain  as  the  interview  suggests  is  sober 
fact. 

Mr.  Gordon  goes  on  to  say  that  "it  is  the 
Trustees'  obligation  to  support  the  President." 
The  Trustees  did  so,  too  much  and  for  too 
long.  Surely  Trustees  must  stand  behind 
officers  to  the  outposts  of  reason,  but  the  pri- 
mary function  of  a non-profit  Board  is  not  sup- 
port but  monitoring. 

Nothing  could  be  more  tell-tale  of  the  prob- 
lems the  College  faced  with  Mr.  Gordon  than 
his  remarks  to  the  interviewer  about  his  func- 
tion. "According  to  Mr.  Gordon,"  we  read  in 
The  New  Paper,  "the  Trustees'  solution  to  the 
pressing  and  linked  problems  of  enrollment 
and  finances  involved  a fast- moving  and 
strongly- led  program  to  be  initiated  by  the 
President."  What  could  be  more  valid?  This  is 
precisely  what  might  be  expected  from  a chief 
officer  facing  today's  problems  at  Pine  Manor. 

Then  follows  Mr.  Gordon's  listing  of  "dif- 
ferences": priorities,  educational  direction, 
basic  standards,  administration.  To  me  these 
are  nonspecific  generalities.  What  2 and  3 
mean  is  especially  unclear.  Good  administra- 
tion has  been  a conspicuous  feature  at  Pine 
Manor.  For  instance,  we  refused  to  expand  in 
the  60's  when  everyone  was  doing  it.  Further- 
more, our  net  worth  has  steadily  climbed 
despite  budgetary  dyspepsia.  Priorities?  To  us 
they  seemed  to  be  those  of  most  schools  today, 
enrollment  and  current  financing.  Once  hur- 
dled, everyone  would  have  cheerfully  listened 
to  someone  interested  in  theoretical  projec- 
tions rather  than  immediate  issues. 

Now  the  affair  of  the  two  deans;  I have  sug- 
gested that  Mr.  Gordon's  inactions  and  actions 
had  brought  the  Executive  Committee  down 


from  its  tree  repeatedly  during  autumn  and 
early  winter.  Yet  the  dismissal  of  the  two 
deans  was  a rude  shock.  So  is  the  statement 
that  a carte  blanche  agreement  existed  regard- 
ing hiring  and  firing.  Such  an  agreement 
would  not  be  proper  in  a non-profit  institu- 
tion. Hiring  or  dismissing  a dean  is  a serious 
step.  When  Dean  Carter  was  appointed,  a 
Faculty-Trustee  search  committee  met  many 
times.  It  considered  a number  of  candidates 
with  the  greatest  care  before  making  a formal 
recommendation  to  the  Board. 

The  reasons  given  for  dismissing  the  deans, 
both  highly  visible  and  effective  figures  in  Col- 
lege life,  were  inappropriate.  When  Mr.  Gor- 
don said  that  this  action  was  "based  on  purely 
objective  reasons"  (unspecified)  and  strangely 
goes  on  to  say  "and  some  subjective  ones," 
confusion  enters  the  court  and  rules  supreme. 

Thus,  in  January  the  Trustees  were  faced 
with  total  inaction  in  critical  areas  and  unfortu- 
nate action  in  others.  Meanwhile,  a devastat- 
ing problem,  new  for  Pine  Manor,  had  come 
into  sharp  focus.  Campus  morale,  which  had 
been  losing  altitude  for  months,  bottomed. 
Concern  now  centered  about  probable  loss  of 
other  key  figures  either  by  wanton  dismissal  or 
from  personal  disenchantment. 

Mr.  Gordon's  final  sentence  refers  to  "fight- 
ing and  disagreement."  I can  only  answer  as 
decorously  as  possible  by  saying  that  after  15 
years  on  the  Board,  I recall  no  prior  instance  of 
such  fighting  and  disagreement.  If  there  were 
skirmishes  in  recent  months,  they  arose  from 
dogged  efforts  by  the  Executive  Committee  to 
point  Mr.  Gordon  in  what  it  considered  to  be 
the  proper  direction. 

Even  in  this  regrettable  episode,  there  may 
be  dividends  for  Pine  Manor.  We  have  learned 
our  strengths  and  appreciate  them  anew.  We 
have  also  flushed  out  some  gray  areas.  We 
have  seen  Burnham  Carter  alone  and 
undaunted  cam'  on  with  his  splendid  faculty 
committee  so  that  we  have  promise  of  exciting 
curricular  change.  The  vice-presidents  and 
deans  have  persisted  in  long  and  often  trying 
negotiations  with  the  result  that  the  agreement 
with  world-renowned  New  England  Baptist 
Hospital  has  been  signed. 

An  appropriate  finish  to  this  reply  would  be 
to  urge  our  girls  and  all  our  friends  to  look  to 
the  present  and  future,  not  to  the  unfortunate 
recent  past.  I urge  you  to  give  your  total  sup- 
port to  the  Acting  President,  the  Dean  and 
Faculty  as  well  as  our  other  officers.  They  have 
earned  your  good  will.

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A change  of  presidents:

T 

_L  here  is  an  old  saw  which  reminds  us  that  “there  is 
nothing  permanent  except  change."  And  there  is  a current 
statistic  which  reminds  us  that  the  average  tenure  of  a col- 
lege president  today  is  markedly  shorter  than  in  past 
years.  Both  of  these  facts  were  brought  home  to  Pine 
Manor  in  no  uncertain  terms  during  the  past  few  months, 
in  which  a nearly-new  president  resigned  and  an  acting 
president  was  named. 

The  big  questions 

The  tangle  of  events  preceding  the  resignation  of  Donald 
A.  Gordon  as  the  fourth  president  of  Pine  Manor  is  not  an 
easy  one  to  unravel  for  those  not  on  campus  daily.  But 
three  major  questions  must  be  sorted  out  and  answered  as 
clearly  as  possible:  Why  did  Don  Gordon  leave  Pine  Manor 
after  such  a short  tenure  as  its  president?  What  is  the  cur- 
rent mood  at  the  College?  And  where  will  Pine  Manor  go 
from  here? 

First,  a brief  look  at  the  events  of  late  January.  On  Mon- 
day morning,  January  20,  all  faculty  and  staff  received  a 
memorandum  from  Don  Gordon.  Subject:  “My  resigna- 
tion effective  today."  With  that  memo  was  a portion  of  the 
letter  of  resignation  which  he  had  the  previous  Saturday 
delivered  to  Gerald  Blakeley,  chairman  of  the  board  of 
trustees.  The  letter  explained  that  his  resignation  had  been 
requested  by  the  board  and  went  on  to  add  that  “the  deci- 
sion to  request  this  was  the  consequence,  as  we  all  under- 
stand, of  a division  of  opinion  regarding  means  by  which 
to  assure  the  future  educational  and  financial  well-being  of 
the  College,  as  a matter  of  common  concern."  The  stu- 
dents also  received  a communication  from  Mr.  Gordon 
saying,  “The  basic  reason  for  my  action  stems  from  a 


struggle  between  me  and  the  trustees  over  basic  questions 
of  educational  philosophy,  priorities,  administration,  and 
standards.  During  the  fall  I hoped  these  differences  could 
be  surmounted,  but  such  has  not  proved  to  be  the  case." 

A regular  faculty  meeting  happened  to  fall  on  the  next 
day,  and  at  this  meeting  David  H.  Green,  treasurer  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  discussed  the  financial  state  of  the  Col- 
lege in  light  of  this  sudden  change  in  leadership.  He  spoke 
of  the  long  history  of  the  College  and  of  the  excellence  of 
its  current  physical  assets,  having  started  on  this  campus 
with  one  old  main  building,  a few  outbuildings,  and  vir- 
tually no  cash  reserves.  Today  the  plant  has  a value  of 
more  than  $12  million.  His  words  were  reassuring,  but 
questions  remained,  hopefully  to  be  answered  at  an  all  - 
college  meeting  arranged  for  Thursday  afternoon.  At  this 
meeting  representatives  of  the  trustee  executive  committee 
and  administration  responded  to  persistent  questions  from 
a large  audience  of  students  and  staff.  An  understandable 
reluctance  on  the  part  of  trustees  to  discuss  a man's  failings 
in  public  was  matched  by  student  and  staff  desire  to  hear  it 
all  out.  As  a result,  there  seemed  to  be  mixed  reactions  to 
the  meeting,  most  appreciating  the  fact  that  it  was  held  at 
all,  but  many  feeling  that  answers  had  been  minimal,  that 
they  were  still  not  getting  “the  whole  story." 

What/s  “the  whole  story"?  How  was  such  a major  deci- 
sion made  so  quickly?  How  can  one  evaluate  the  perform- 
ance of  any  person  new  to  a job  in  seven  months?  Jane 
Henkels,  alumnae  director,  admits  that  to  alumnae  and 
other  friends  not  in  daily  contact  with  the  College  “the 
time  must  seem  a lot  shorter  than  it  does  to  us.  It  didn't 
seem  like  a sudden  decision  to  the  people  here  at  the  Col- 
lege who  had  been  working  with  Don  since  last  July,"  she 
says.  "It  doesn't  take  seven  months  to  find  out  if  a person 
is  a good  administrator  and  keeps  things  operating  and 
going  day  by  day."  Burnham  Carter,  academic  dean.

agrees:  "While  the  decision  seems  to  have  happened 
quickly,  the  examination  of  Don  Gordon's  work  was  a very 
thorough,  ongoing  process.  No  president  will  fail  to  be 
scrutinized  thoroughly  during  his  first  months  in  office, 
particularly  one  who  comes  from  a different  background, 
in  this  case  one  exclusively  at  the  secondary  school  level." 

The  timing  of  the  decision  is  not  as  difficult  to  explain  as 
the  reasons  for  it.  To  most  people  on  campus,  the  problem, 
although  complex,  seemed  to  be  lack  of  action  rather  than 
poor  or  precipitate  action  on  the  part  of  Don  Gordon.  "It 
was  obvious  almost  from  the  beginning  that  we  were  get- 
ting little  or  no  leadership  or  direction,"  says  Dr.  Rodman 
Henry,  chairman  of  the  art  history  department  and  faculty 
member  for  nearly  20  years.  "Being  a part  of  the  Educa- 
tional Policy  Committee,  I felt  that  the  simplest  'you're 
heading  in  the  right  direction'  would  have  been  a help.  We 
got  more  and  more  anxious  as  time  went  on."  Burnham 
Carter  echoes  this  reaction:  "A  leader  is  judged  both  by 
what  he  does  and  by  what  he  doesn't  do.  One  can  fault  an 
executive  for  the  mistakes  he  makes  and  one  can  fault  him 
for  not  moving  ahead  at  a time  when  action  is  needed.  The 
latter  was  the  case  with  Don,  1 think." 

A blind  leap  of  faith? 

No  one  interviewed  seemed  clear  on  exactly  what  Don 
Gordon  had  in  mind  for  the  College,  and  this  apparent 
vagueness  seems  to  have  been  a central  problem  in  this 
day  of  result-oriented  boards  of  trustees.  "He  asked  again 
and  again  for  'a  great  leap  of  faith,'  " recalls  Dr.  Carter, 
"but  it  turned  out  to  be  a blind  one.  It's  like  saying  that 
we're  all  going  off  lover's  leap  together,  but  don't  worry, 
interesting  things  will  happen  on  the  way  down  — just 
trust  me."  Dr.  Henry  adds,  "I'm  always  wary  of  the  person 


who  keeps  begging  for  your  trust  — I wouldn't  ask  for  your 
trust.  I'd  prove  to  you  that  you  could  trust  me.  Actions  are 
much  stronger  than  words." 

The  trustees  obviously  faced  a difficult  decision:  whether 
to  ride  with  the  situation  or  take  action.  "They  should  be 
given  full  credit  for  having  the  courage  of  their  convic- 
tions," says  Dr.  Carter,  "namely,  for  acknowledging  that 
the  situation  was  imminently  catastrophic  and  that  some- 
thing should  be  done  and  done  fast." 

An  historical  parallel? 

This  is  not  the  first  time  in  Pine  Manor's  history  that  it 
has  faced  such  a painful  decision.  Cameron  Thompson, 
longtime  head  of  the  English  department  and  member  of 
the  faculty  since  1946,  remembers  a more  or  less  parallel 
situation  in  the  mid-50's.  At  that  time  a man  who  had  been 
president  for  only  three  years  was  asked  by  the  trustees  to 
resign.  "The  impact  was  somewhat  different,  though," 
remembers  Dr.  Thompson.  "That  president  was  very  pop- 
ular with  the  students,  but  not  with  the  faculty  or  trustees, 
so  there  was  a schism  which  was  more  awkward  than  the 
current  situation."  Another  major  difference  between  that 
episode  and  the  current  one  is  the  degree  of  openness  of 
communication:  "In  those  days  neither  students  nor  fac- 
ulty were  taken  into  the  confidence  of  the  trustees,"  he 
remembers,  "so  his  discharge  came  pretty  much  out  of  the 
blue.  We  were  never  really  told  why." 

The  current  situation  was  handled  a good  deal  more 
openly  on  campus,  thanks  in  part  to  timely  and  thorough 
reporting  by  the  student  newspaper.  The  New  Paper,  which 
carried  interviews  with  Don  Gordon,  Rosemary  Ashby 
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and  Burnham  Carter  as  well  as  explanatory  letters  from 
David  P.  Boyd,  M.D.,  a longtime  trustee  of  the  College  (see 
From  the  Mail).  This  openness  seems  to  have  had  some 
beneficial  side  effects.  Alice  Eiseman  '76  notes,  "I  think 
people  are  now  trying  to  be  more  honest  with  each  other 
and  discuss  problems  and  take  more  of  a part  in  what's 
going  on  around  here."  Cameron  Thompson  agrees:  "I  do 
think  that  the  relationship  of  the  faculty  and  the  students 
with  the  trustees  has  been  helped  a great  deal  by  the  airing 
of  the  whole  problem,"  he  says.  Not  that  there  are  no 
problems  remaining:  "Oh,  we've  got  lots  of  little  disagree- 
ments among  ourselves,"  admits  Dr.  Henry,  "but  at  least 
we're  talking  about  them  and  finding  solutions  now." 

Campus  morale  improves 

Given  the  inevitable  shock  of  such  an  abrupt  change  in 
leadership,  what  kind  of  mood  prevails  on  campus?  "I 
think  the  mood  is  terrific,"  says  Jane  Henkels.  "Every- 
body's step  is  quicker  now.  There's  hope— we  don't  feel  as 
if  we're  paralyzed."  "I've  never  felt  a greater  sense  of 
progress,"  adds  Dr.  Carter.  "The  same  problems  are  still 
with  us,  but  we  are  no  longer  waiting  for  Don  Gordon  to 
do  something.  There's  a much  greater  sense  of  cohesive- 
ness now,  no  question  about  it.  Both  faculty  and  adminis- 
tration feel  relieved  that  a difficult  decision  has  been  made, 
and  we  are  eager  to  get  on  with  the  job  at  hand.  The  mood 
is  a kind  of  cheerful  tightening  of  belts,  mixed  with  enthu- 
siasm for  the  long-range  picture." 

What  about  the  long-range  picture?  "I  think  Gordon  as 
an  issue  is  gone  now;  we're  thinking  more  about  the 
future,"  says  Lisa  Baird  '75.  One  important  aspect  of  that 
future  is  Pine  Manor's  curriculum  review.  "I  think  that  will 
move  ahead  much  faster  now,"  says  Dr.  Carter.  "We  will 
get  decisions  on  four-year  programs,  on  implementation 
of  internships,  on  a real  counseling  program."  There  is  an 
awareness  of  the  problems  involved,  though:  "The  com- 
petitive position,  especially  for  a small  private  college,  is 
very  rough  right  now,"  says  Cameron  Thompson.  "That's 
one  of  the  reasons  we're  trying  at  the  faculty  level  to 
design  a program  that's  both  intellectually  respectable  and 
also  one  that's  competitively  attractive,  one  that  will  make 
families  feel  that  the  last  financial  sacrifice  they  would 
want  to  make  in  the  face  of  a recession  would  be  the  sacri- 
fice of  a daughter's  education." 

Part  of  the  general  optimism  on  campus  centers  on  the 
appointment  of  Rosemary  Ashby,  former  dean  of  stu- 
dents, as  acting  president.  "I'm  very  pleased  about  her 
appointment,"  says  Jane  Henkels.  "She's  a brilliant  young 
woman  and  the  College  is  in  good  hands.  After  all,"  she 
adds,  "it  was  a woman  who  started  this  college  and  it  was 


a very  capable  woman  who  was  president  of  this  College 
for  22  years,  so  I see  this  as  a return  to  one  of  Pine  Manor's 
strongest  traditions."  "I  think  President  Ashby  is  really 
open  to  suggestions,"  adds  Alice  Eiseman.  "She  knows 
the  wants  and  needs  of  the  students,  and  I think  she  can 
do  something  about  them." 

The  question  of  finding  a permanent  president,  tempo- 
rarily somewhat  submerged  by  the  new  hustle  and  bustle 
on  campus,  is  receiving  a good  deal  of  thought,  as  well.  It 
is  expected  that  a new  search  committee  will  be  chosen 
soon,  and  many  people  on  campus  are  determined  to  have 
a larger  role  in  this  committee  than  they  did  in  the  last  one. 
"I  hope  the  trustees  will  lend  a bit  more  ear  to  the  reactions 
of  faculty  and  students  this  time,"  says  Dr.  Henry.  "The 
entire  board  of  trustees  only  comes  on  campus  for  four 
scheduled  meetings  yearly,  and  to  really  know  what  goes 
on  all  the  time  they  need  to  talk  with  the  people  here  who 
know  more  about  what  makes  Pine  Manor  tick."  Students, 
too,  seem  concerned  about  their  role:  "I  think  students  are 
anxious  to  be  on  the  search  committee,  to  have  more 
involvement  than  they  did  last  year,"  says  Lisa  Baird.  Stu- 
dent groups  have  already  proposed  that  students  be  repre- 
sented not  only  on  the  search  committee  but  on  the  board 
of  trustees  itself,  and  on  March  4 the  faculty  elected  five 
members  to  an  ongoing  Committee  on  Conference  with 
the  Trustees. 

Will  a search  committee,  however  constituted,  be  able  to 
avoid  making  another  mistake?  "Quite  clearly,"  says  Dr. 
Carter,  "they  will  make  an  extra  effort  to  be  certain  that  it 
doesn't  happen  again,  by  analyzing  even  more  closely 
than  they  did  before  exactly  what  the  College  needs  at  this 
time  and  by  being  even  more  thorough  in  their  search  for 
the  appropriate  person  to  do  what  is  needed." 

At  least  history  is  on  our  side,  as  Dr.  Henry  somewhat 
facetiously  suggests:  "Ever  since  Pine  Manor  began,  the 
pattern  of  presidential  tenure  has  alternated  between  one 
long-term  president  (13  years,  22  years,  18  years)  followed 
by  one  very  short-term  president  (1  year,  3 years,  7 
months).  If  you  believe  in  odds,"  he  concludes,  "our  next 
president  should  be  here  for  a long  time!"  Q

ils  I write  this,  exactly  one  month  has  elapsed  since  I 
was  named  acting  president  of  Pine  Manor  by  its  board  of 
trustees.  It  is  both  a great  honor  and  a great  pleasure  to  fill 
this  position  in  a college  for  which  1 have  such  affection 
and  respect. 

The  transition  from  the  dean  of  students'  office  to  the 
president's  office  has  been  a smooth  one.  Over  the  past 
five  years  I have  come  to  know  all  of  the  College's  various 
constituencies  and  feel  that  many  of  you  who  read  this  are 
at  least  acquaintances,  if  not  old  friends.  I am  also  very 
much  aware  of  Pine  Manor's  strengths.  I value,  as  you  do, 
the  quality  of  its  academic  program  and  the  unique  oppor- 
tunity it  affords  for  exploring  different  options  and  discov- 
ering one's  own  particular  talents  and  abilities.  Each  year  I 
wonder  how  the  College  will  fare  when  its  capable  and 
contributive  senior  class  graduates,  and  each  year  an  able 
new  group  moves  up  to  fill  positions  of  leadership, 
reminding  me  again  that  Pine  Manor  provides  a construc- 
tive setting  in  which  to  grow  and  assume  responsibility. 

While  we  work  hard  to  preserve  Pine  Manor's  traditional 
strengths,  we  are  also  determined  to  remain  flexible  and 
responsive  to  change.  Much  of  this  past  month  has  been 
spent  in  making  decisions  about  new  directions  for  the 
College  for  the  coming  year.  Our  small  size,  excellent  facil- 
ities and  prime  location  close  to  the  cultural  and  business 
resources  of  Boston  give  us  many  options.  Our  goal  is  to 
build  on  our  liberal  arts  curriculum  with  an  emphasis  on 
the  careers  to  which  different  academic  fields  may  lead. 

Internships  expanded 

As  of  September,  1975,  internships  will  be  available  in 
most  academic  fields.  Through  an  internship  a student 
may  gain  practical  work  experience  in  a particular  field  and 
explore  firsthand  a number  of  career  possibilities.  The 
opportunities  for  placement  in  Boston  are  manifold  and 
challenging.  At  the  present  time  four  of  our  seniors  are 
already  involved  in  exciting  internships  which  give  an  idea 
of  future  possibilities.  Two  students  have  been  placed  in 
the  John  F.  Kennedy  Library;  one  is  reviewing  presidential 
papers  and  materials  for  use  in  special  exhibits  dealing 
with  Kennedy's  years  in  office,  while  the  other  is  working 
on  the  original  manuscripts,  letters  and  photographs  of 
author  Ernest  Hemingway,  an  admirer  of  Kennedy.  A 
third  student  is  interning  in  the  field  of  retailing  and  small 
business  management.  A fourth  is  very  busy  as  a page  in 
the  Massachusetts  legislature.  All  internships  earn  full  aca- 
demic credit. 

In  the  fall,  our  affiliation  with  the  New  England  Baptist 
Hospital  School  of  Nursing  will  bring  eighty  student 
nurses  to  our  campus  during  the  day  for  liberal  arts 
| courses,  as  candidates  for  the  Associate  in  Science  degree 
from  Pine  Manor  at  the  end  of  their  three  years.  We  feel 
that  this  association  may  lead  to  some  exciting  develop- 
ments with  regard  to  internship  placements,  particularly  in 
the  fields  of  science  and  health.  In  addition,  a new  micro- 
biology laboratory  will  expand  the  course  offerings  for  our

own  students  as  well  as  for  the  student  nurses.  On  our 
own  campus,  the  Child  Study  Center  will  increase  in  size 
after  a very  successful  first  year.  It  will  serve  24  preschool 
children,  and  enable  up  to  30  of  our  own  students  to  do 
field  work  in  the  Child  Development  area. 

B.A.  programs  possible 

Looking  ahead  still  further,  we  are  investigating  the  pos- 
sibility of  four-year  B.A.  programs  with  a career  focus. 
Under  active  consideration  are  programs  in  Management, 
Fine  Arts,  Human  Growth  and  Development,  Romance 
Languages,  English  and  Communications,  and  American 
Studies.  A student  who  has  spent  two  years  at  Pine  Manor 
and  earned  the  A.  A.  degree  would  have  the  option  of  con- 
tinuing her  undergraduate  studies  on  this  campus  in  an 
academic  program  geared  to  preparation  for  a particular 
career  field.  A recent  informal  poll  of  current  Pine  Manor 
students  showed  substantial  enthusiasm  at  the  prospect  of 
such  B.A.  programs:  105  of  189  students  questioned  indi- 
cated interest  in  an  expanded  degree  program  at  Pine 
Manor. 

Special  projects 

Each  sector  of  the  College  is  hard  at  work  on  a variety  of 
projects.  The  deans'  offices  are  working  on  the  design  and 
implementation  of  expanded  counseling  services  which 
will  help  a student  discover  her  aptitudes  and  interests, 
determine  the  options  open  to  her  and  make  intelligent 
decisions  about  those  options.  Twelve  members  of  the 
freshman  class  recently  attended  a student  leadership  con- 
ference at  Wheaton  College.  In  May  we  plan  our  own 
workshop  for  newly-elected  house  presidents  and  student 
government  and  class  officers,  to  discuss  student  involve- 
ment in  College  governance  and  to  design  the  most  effec- 
tive orientation  program  for  freshmen  entering  in  the  fall. 

The  Educational  Policy  Committee,  under  the  chairman- 
ship of  Dr.  Frederick  Cabot,  has  proposed  a new,  stream- 
lined departmental  structure  which  favors  the  develop- 
ment of  inter-disciplinary  courses.  The  committee  has  also 
designed  a year-long  core  course  in  Communication  Skills 
for  freshmen,  to  be  taught  by  faculty  members  from  dif- 
ferent disciplines,  emphasizing  the  skills  which  form  the 
basis  for  work  in  both  classroom  and  career  settings. 
Expanded  study  skills  counseling  will  be  a necessary 
accompaniment  to  this  course. 

The  admissions  office  has  to  date  hosted  approximately 
eighty  high  school  guidance  counselors  in  a series  of  visits 
to  the  campus.  The  program  is  designed  to  give  counselors 
a thorough  acquaintance  with  the  College.  They  tour  the 
campus,  attend  classes,  eat  with  students  in  the  Refectory, 
meet  with  faculty  and  staff,  and  attend  a special  panel  pre- 
sentation of  some  of  the  exciting  academic  and  social  pro- 
grams at  Pine  Manor.  The  benefits  of  such  campus  visits 
are  many,  but  above  all  counselors  return  to  every  part  of 
the  country  with  firsthand  knowledge  of  this  College,  and 
an  understanding  of  the  way  in  which  it  serves  young 


women.  The  admissions  staff  is  also  working  closely  with 
the  alumnae  office  on  the  involvement  of  alumnae  in  the 
interviewing  and  recruiting  of  potential  Pine  Manor  stu- 
dents. I also  hope  to  see  alumnae  return  to  this  campus  to 
talk  about  their  work  and  achievements  since  graduation, 
and  to  advise  students  who  are  setting  out  on  similar 
paths. 

For  Pine  Manor  to  meet  the  many  challenges  which  lie 
ahead,  we  need  the  support  and  participation  of  each  one 
of  the  College's  constituents.  I look  forward  to  hearing 
your  reactions  to  the  new  directions  we  foresee  for  Pine 
Manor,  and  to  incorporate  into  our  planning  the  sugges- 
tions you  have  for  what  is,  after  all,  your  College.  D

Biology  111:  Environmental  Problems  and  Society 


In  the  late  sixties  there  was  a gen- 
eral increase  in  concern  over  the 
adverse  effects  of  man  on  the  envi- 
ronment. The  Pine  Manor  commu- 
nity became  involved  with  the  first 
Earth  Day;  we  had  mini- projects  and 
mini-courses  but  sustained  involve- 
ment was  minimal.  Students 
expressed  interest  in  a course  in  Eco- 
logy . . . the  Environment . . . Con- 
servation—not  so  much  for  educa- 
tion's sake,  but  rather  as  an  outlet  for 
their  activism.  But  as  spring  and 
graduation  came  and  went  it  seemed 
more  practical  to  continue  with  the 
existing  Ecology  Action  Club  and  to 
see  what  type  of  commitment  would 
be  expressed  next  year.  As  the  fall 
semester  began  it  was  clear  that  the 
typical  college  "environmental 
action"  course  did  not  answer  the 
important  questions  about  man- 
made destruction  of  the  environ- 
ment. It  was  equally  clear  that  an 
antagonistic  confrontation  of  pollut- 
ants and  polluters  would  not  be  as 
academically  worthwhile  as  a course 
based  on  the  scientific,  historical, 
economic,  social  and  political  per- 
spectives on  the  issues.  In  the  four 
and  a half  years  since  Earth  Day 
many  books,  articles  and  programs 
on  environmental  issues  had 
appeared,  and  a careful  selection  of 
these  served  as  a basis  for  the  course 
we  introduced  this  fall. 

Biology  111  took  its  direction  from 
its  title.  Environmental  Problems  and 
Society.  Our  primary  concern  was

neither  ecology,  nor  issues  in  conser- 
vation, nor  activism,  but  a study  of 
the  nature  and  causes  of  society's 
impact  upon  the  environment.  We 
found  that  definitions  were  neces- 
sary: a firm  and  precise  understand- 
ing of  what  a course  is  about  would 
impel  both  teacher  and  students 
towards  an  objective  analysis.  Three 
terms  needed  definition:  environ- 
ment, ecology  and  conservation. 

What  is  an  environment? 

It  is  the  total  of  the  biological  and 
physical  factors  that  impinge  upon 
an  organism:  biological  factors  are 
plants,  animals  and  bacteria  found 
in,  around  and  under  the  area  which 
the  particular  organism  inhabits; 
physical  factors  may  include  light, 
temperature,  wind,  chemicals,  pres- 
sure. An  organism  is  whatever  living 
thing  is  being  studied  at  the  time.  It  is 
imperative  for  us  to  recognize  that 
man  is  not  the  reason  for  life,  nor  is 
life  the  reason  for  man;  humanity  is 
but  one  component  in  a highly  intri- 
cate lifesystem.  More  strongly, 
human  beings  are  not  essential.  As 
Adlai  Stevenson  said,  "Nature  is 
indifferent  to  the  survival  of  the 
human  species,  including  Ameri- 
cans. She  does  not  weep  over  those 
who  fall  by  the  way." 

What  is  ecology? 

It  is  the  scientific  study  of  the  rela- 
tionship of  an  organism  to  its  envi- 
ronment. This  study  is  from  the 
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organism's  point  of  view.  Again, 
human  bias  must  be  discarded:  man 
is  not  the  focal  point  although  he 
may  be  involved  as  a part  of  that 
environment.  Both  a qualitative  and 
a quantitative  understanding  of  the 
environment  is  essential.  Ecology  is  a 
science  governed  by  a methodology 
with  a rigorous  background  of  other 
disciplines  including  animal  and 
plant  biology,  physics,  statistics  and 
chemistry.  Further,  ecologists  pri- 
marily study  the  normal  relationship 
of  the  organism  to  its  environment, 
and  only  secondarily  do  they  apply 
this  knowledge  to  an  abnormal  or 
polluted  environment. 


What  is  conservation? 

It  is  the  active,  conscious  efforts  of 
man  to  preserve  natural  resources  for 
future  generations.  Effective  conser- 
vation may  only  be  accomplished  by 
rational  action,  whether  legislatively 
or  through  a non-profit  organization 
such  as  the  Massachusetts  Audubon 
Society.  Preservation  generally 
means  the  effort  to  keep  intact,  but  in 
today's  context  it  is  extended  to  mean 
the  restoration  and  sheltering  of  nat- 
ural resources.  These  resources 
include  the  entirety  of  the  earth,  such 
as  air,  minerals  and  biotic  forms.  The 
most  important  aspect  of  conserva- 
tion is  our  concept  of  the  future  — 
there  is  both  an  implied  optimism 
and  concern  that  goes  beyond  the 
immediacy  of  today's  problems.

Biology  111  dealt  with  the  environ- 
ment as  the  basis  of  our  concern  and 
involvement,  ecology  as  a primary 
source  of  information  and  direction 
of  knowledge,  and  conservation  as  a 
means  of  action.  From  the  outset  we 
had  to  realize  that  the  sixties  and 
seventies  did  not  discover  environ- 
mental concern  de  novo:  throughout 
the  history  of  civilizations  there  have 
been  some  individuals  concerned 
with  the  effect  of  their  actions  upon 
the  environment  or  at  least  upon 
those  who  would  succeed  them  in 
the  future. 

In  America,  George  Perkins  Marsh 
was  such  a man.  In  1858  he  pub- 
lished Man  and  Nature  in  which  he 


lucidly,  if  floridly,  set  forth  some  of 
his  concerns:  “I  address  myself  not  to 
professed  physicists  [scientists],  but 
to  the  general  intelligence  of  edu- 
cated, observing  and  thinking  men; 
and  . . . my  purpose  is  rather  to 
make  practical  suggestions  than  to 
indulge  in  theoretical  specula- 
tions. . . ."  Like  many  such  prophets 
who  preceded  him,  Marsh  received 
little  recognition  in  his  own  time;  but 
it  is  clear  that  to  a small  but  signifi- 
cant number  of  men  his  ideas  had 
great  worth.  Marsh's  concern  was 
with  man,  his  conscious  acts  with  or 
without  malicious  intent.  "Man  has 
too  long  forgotten  that  the  earth  was 
given  to  him  for  usufruct  alone,  not 


for  consumption,  still  less  for  profli- 
gate waste.  . . . Nature  . . . has  left  it 
within  the  power  of  man  irreparably 
to  derange  the  combinations  of  inor- 
ganic matter  and/or  organic 
life.  . . Marsh  provided  example 
after  example  of  man's  misuse  and 
mismanagement  of  the  earth's 
resources,  not  out  of  evil  intent  but 
rather  from  a careless  and  egotistical 
view  of  his  own  superiority. 

It  would  be  possible  to  recite  by 
chapter  and  verse  the  number  and 
variety  of  injuries  that  we  have  done 
to  the  environment.  But  this  would 
have  no  direct  result,  for  they  are 
both  too  numerous  and,  in  general, 
too  far  removed  from  our  own  moti- 
vations and  actions.  If  this  course 
were  to  have  impact  it  should  affect 
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our  daily  lives.  This  does  not  mean 
putting  a "Have  you  thanked  a green 
plant  today?"  sticker  on  your 
bumper,  but  rather  considering  why 
that  plant  in  your  neighborhood  is 
not  green  or  what  the  car  that  your 
bumper  is  attached  to  is  spewing  out 
of  its  exhaust  system.  We  must 
examine  our  efforts  and  improve  the 
manner  in  which  we  can  or  should 
function  in  an  environmentally  con- 
servative manner.  No  one  of  us  can 
function  as  we  preach  but  at  least 
each  one  of  us  can  reach  beyond 
what  we  have  done  and  work  to 
extend  ourselves  to  have  some 
constructive  effect  upon  the 
environment. 


Looking  at  a Coke  can 

What  we  can  do  is  consider  what 
we  do  with  what  we  buy.  Not  the 
contents,  for  they  are  consumed,  but 
the  containers.  In  a course  text.  Our 
Ecological  Crisis,  the  point  is  made 
that  the  anti- litter  campaign  has 
misled  the  American  public.  Why? 
Because  we  are  given  the  impression 
that  if  we  throw  that  Coke  can  into 
the  litter  bin  we  have  "saved  a little 
piece  of  the  earth."  When  considered 
thoughtfully  that  is  a fatuous  state- 
ment. Picking  up  litter  is  not  really  as 
significant  as  the  careless  and  apa- 
thetic engendering  of  it.  If  we  look  at 
a Coke  can,  what  do  we  see?  In  gen- 
eral, we  see  a means  of  easily  acquir- 
ing a soft  drink  of  a known  and  man- 
ageable quantity  which  is  easily 
disposed  of  (say,  out  a car  window). 


But  what  we  should  consider  is 
where  did  the  metal  come  from? 
What  process  was  used  to  mine  the 
ore?  Is  the  ore-exhausted  land  in  the 
same  condition  as  before?  Where  did 
the  energy  come  from  to  manufac- 
ture the  can?  Who  pays  the  taxes  on 
the  whole  process  of  manufacture 
and  disposal?  These  are  complex 
questions  we  do  not  ordinarily  ask. 
We  are  not  sufficiently  farsighted  to 
consider  all  or  any  of  these  questions, 
but  at  least  we  could  consider  the 
consequences  of  buying  Coke  in 
cans. 

Coke  in  cans  is  convenient,  simple, 
no  bother,  less  mess  (or  so  it  seems). 
But  convenience  has  its  price  — the 
apparently  irrevocable  loss  of  this 
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metal  and  energy  to  the  world  com- 
munity. In  Environmental  Problems  we 
attempted  to  examine  this  conflict 
between  personal  convenience  and 
world  loss.  We  concluded  that  with- 
out meaning  to  be,  we  were  as  care- 
less, wasteful,  lazy  and  apathetic  as 
those  we  so  easily  condemn.  So  what 
solution  is  possible?  Assuming  that  a 
radical  change  of  marketing  tech- 
niques is  impossible,  how  best  can 
the  situation  be  ameliorated?  One 
logical  answer  is  recycling,  returning 
the  cans  to  the  manufacturer  for  re- 
use— no  one  way  trip  to  the  trash 
can. 


Recycling! 

Recycling  can  be  a community's 
commitment  to  a way  of  dealing  both 
with  the  containers  we  need  and  the 
natural  resources  that  we  must  pre- 
serve for  future  generations.  In 
towns  such  as  Wellesley  virtually 
everything  can  be  recycled;  cans, 
newspapers,  milk  cartons,  plastics, 
glass  and  even  Christmas  trees.  Con- 
tainers once  used  are  returned  for  re- 
use. And  the  program  works  — for 
during  the  time  that  the  Wellesley 
recycling  program  has  existed  the 
town  has  received  over  $30,000  from 
the  sale  of  that  trash.  It  is  tempting  to 
consider  how  Pine  Manor's  deficit 
might  be  alleviated  if  we  really  tried 
to  recycle  those  newspapers,  memos. 
Coke  and  beer  cans. 


Recycling,  of  course,  was  not  the 
only  problem  we  considered  in  B 111. 
But  the  approach,  the  analysis  and 
the  exploration  of  solutions  are  typi- 
cal of  the  manner  by  which  we  exam- 
ined these  issues.  We  had  defined, 
analyzed  and  come  to  understand 
some  of  the  vast  variety  of  injuries 
that  we  did  and  continue  to  do  to  the 
environment.  We  had  examined  our 
own  motives  and  actions  for  we,  as 
much  as  coal  mines  or  paper  compa- 
nies, are  the  polluters.  We  had  devel- 
oped a perspective  that  was  as  objec- 
tive and  optimistic  as  possible.  How 
successful  were  we,  really?  Only  time 
and  the  generations  who  must  live  in 
our  dust  will  tell.  [H

One  new  direction  for  Pine  Manor 
involves  the  acronym  NEBH,  a term 
which  is  rapidly  becoming  familiar 
around  campus.  It  stands  for  the 
New  England  Baptist  Hospital,  with 
whose  School  of  Nursing  Pine  Manor 
recently  announced  a collaborative 
effort. 

The  program,  to  begin  in  Sep- 
tember, will  bring  approximately  80 
student  nurses  from  NEBH  to  the 
Pine  Manor  campus  for  liberal  arts 
courses  and  will  allow  those  students 
to  receive  both  a Diploma  in  Nursing 
and  an  Associate  in  Science  degree 
(major  in  nursing)  at  the  end  of  three 
years. 

"I  don't  know  of  another  program 
like  this  one,"  says  Academic  Dean 
Burnham  Carter.  "Most  associate 
degree  programs  for  nurses  squeeze 
everything  into  two  years,  and  it's 
the  clinical  experience,  so  vital  to  a 
good  nurse,  that  suffers.  But  in  this 
collaboration  the  student  loses  none 
of  the  in-depth  clinical  experience  of 
a good  diploma  program — and  com- 
pletes her  two-year  degree  at  the 
same  time,  leaving  her  the  option  of 
working  for  her  B.S.  in  Nursing  later 
on." 

People  at  Pine  Manor  are  excited 
about  the  affiliation,  which  will  not 
affect  Pine  Manor's  traditional  liberal 
arts  curriculum,  for  several  reasons. 
First,  it  will  give  Pine  Manor  students 
the  chance  to  work  closely  in  the 
classroom  with  a group  of  young 
women  who  have  already  chosen 
their  specific  career  path.  It  is 
expected  that  the  mix  of  liberal  arts 
students  with  the  more  career 
oriented  women  will  prove  beneficial 
to  both  groups  in  widening  horizons 
for  some  and  helping  to  shape  career

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awareness  in  others.  Also,  because  of 
the  influx  of  nursing  students,  the 
College  is  setting  up  a new  microbio- 
logy laboratory,  which  will  increase 
learning  opportunities  for  Pine 
Manor  students  as  well  as  the  stu- 
dent nurses.  Finally,  hopes  are  that 
the  arrangement  may  make  possible 
new  internships  in  the  fields  of 
health  and  sciences  for  Pine  Manor 
students  as  part  of  the  expanded 
internship  program  planned  to  begin 
in  September. 

In  a news  release  announcing  the 
affiliation,  Eleanor  Murphy,  director 
of  the  NEBH  School  of  Nursing, 
explained  that  the  purpose  of  the 
program  from  the  hospital's  point  of 
view  is  "to  integrate  the  values  of  a 
liberal  arts  education  with  the  knowl- 
edge and  skills  necessary  to  perform 
as  a competent  nurse.  Through  the 
conceptually-oriented  framework 
offered  by  both  schools,"  she  said, 
"there  is  a lessened  risk  of  obsoles- 
cence in  our  constantly  changing 
society  because  learners  are  enabled 
to  apply  their  knowledge  in  a variety 
of  settings." 

The  same  release  stated  that  "the 
nursing  school  faculty  chose  to  pur- 
sue the  relationship  with  Pine  Manor 
because  the  college  was  most  able  to 
meet  the  stringent  criteria  it 
demanded:  compatible  philosophy  of 
education,  academic  excellence,  inte- 
gration of  nursing  students  into  all 
aspects  of  campus  life  and  a conven- 
ient location  nearby." 

The  personal  touch 

At  a time  when  some  high  school 
students  are  becoming  cynical  about 
claims  made  in  college  publications, 
people  with  firsthand  knowledge  of 
Pine  Manor  — current  students, 
alumnae,  faculty,  staff  — maybe  the 
most  effective  way  of  explaining  in 
concrete,  convincing  terms  just  what 
the  College  means.  People -to -people 
contact  is  a keynote  in  the  admissions 
office  these  days,  with  new  projects 
emphasizing  the  personal,  individual 


approach  to  recruiting  students.  In 
implementing  the  new  programs,  the 
regular  admissions  staff  has  been 
able  to  call  upon  a newcomer  to  the 
College,  Gil  Leaf,  who  arrived  in  Jan- 
uary as  a special  consultant.  A gradu- 
ate of  Phillips  Andover  Academy  and 
Harvard  University,  Mr.  Leaf  brings 
with  him  varied  experience  including 
reorganizing  the  admissions  program 
at  Phillips  and  educational  consulting 
with  a firm  specializing  in  "experien- 
tial" learning.  Active  in  many  areas 
of  College  planning,  he  has  been 
especially  involved  with  admissions 
programs. 

Counselor  workshops  successful 

One  of  the  most  successful  innova- 
tions to  date  has  been  the  workshop 
series  which  brings  secondary  school 
guidance  counselors  from  across  the 
country  to  Pine  Manor  for  two  days. 
"These  workshops  are  much  more 
effective  than  the  traditional  high 
school  visit,"  says  Director  of  Admis- 
sions Terry  Ramsdell.  "Counselors 
today  have  so  many  visits  from  col- 
leges and  so  many  advisees  that  it's 
impossible  for  them  to  contact  many 
of  their  students  about  a particular 
visit.  Besides,  with  the  trend  towards 
open  classrooms,  it's  harder  to 
schedule  meetings  with  students." 
Having  the  counselors  come  to  Pine 
Manor  allows  them  to  see  the 
campus,  meet  with  students  and  fac- 
ulty and  form  firsthand  impressions 
about  the  College.  Recent  workshops 
have  featured  discussions  on  special 
aspects  of  Pine  Manor  such  as  the 
Child  Study  Center  and  the  program 
of  study  in  Paris;  counselors  have 
also  sampled  classes,  such  as  the  new 
Contemporary  Issues  course,  with 
student  hostesses.  "Most  of  the 
counselors  are  extremely  enthusias- 
tic," says  Gil  Leaf.  "They  really  feel 
they're  getting  an  honest  picture  of 
the  College  and  not  being  talked  to 
death  by  the  admissions  staff." 


Alumnae/admissions  cooperation 

In  a joint  effort,  past  and  present 
students  got  together  over  Christmas 
vacation  to  host  a series  of  gatherings 
in  their  homes  for  prospective  Pine 
Manor  students.  Individual  alumnae 
had  occasionally  given  such  parties 
in  the  past,  but  this  was  the  first  large 
scale  program  of  its  kind.  The  admis- 
sions slide/sound  presentation  was 
shown  at  a number  of  the  parties  in 
order  to  give  the  high  school  stu- 
dents a better  picture  of  Pine  Manor. 
Both  the  admissions  and  alumnae 
offices  feel  that  the  gatherings  were 
worthwhile  and  hope  to  continue 
them  next  year.  "We're  especially 
pleased  that  both  students  and  alum- 
nae were  willing  to  take  the  time  dur- 
ing their  Christmas  holidays  to  talk 
with  prospective  students,"  com- 
ments Jane  Henkels,  alumnae 
director. 

The  admissions  office  also  hopes  to 
utilize  alumnae  from  a wide  geo- 
graphical area  as  admissions  repre- 
sentatives in  the  near  future.  These 
alumnae  will  be  able  to  give  prospec- 
tive students  a personal  view  of  the 
College  and  its  value  to  young 
women;  they  should  also  be  able  to 
give  the  admissions  office  a more 
complete  impression  of  candidates 
than  can  be  conveyed  through  the 
standard  application.  Alumnae 
admissions  representatives  will  also 
serve  as  Pine  Manor's  "goodwill 
ambassadors"  to  their  local  schools 
and  communities.  "Our  aim  is  to 
have  an  alumna  be  in  contact  with 
not  more  than  two  or  three  schools," 
explains  Mrs.  Henkels.  "We  hope 
this  will  allow  for  a personal  and  on- 
going relationship  with  guidance 
counselors.  We're  making  a special 
effort  to  maintain  contact  with  those 
counselors  who  have  attended  the 
workshops  here."  A recently  com- 
pleted alumnae  admissions  hand- 
book will  serve  as  a resource  for  the 
representatives  who  will  also  be 
encouraged  to  attend  special  semi- 
nars at  Pine  Manor  in  the  spring. 

The  admissions  office  is  trying 
other  ways  to  reach  prospective  stu- 
dents. A counterpart  of  the  alumnae 
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admissions  program  has  been  ini- 
tiated with  faculty  and  staff  who  are 
interested  in  talking  to  possible 
applicants.  Through  the  College 
Board  Search,  Pine  Manor  is  contact- 
ing students  who  have  indicated  they 
are  receptive  to  a two-year,  liberal 
arts  college  and  meet  other  criteria 
such  as  high  SAT  scores  which  qual- 
ify them  for  the  Pine  Manor  Scholars 
Program,  or  an  interest  in  being  day 
students.  In  this  way  the  admissions 
office  hopes  to  reach  likely  candi- 
dates who  might  otherwise  be 
unaware  of  Pine  Manor.  A greater 
effort  is  being  made  to  attract  foreign 
students,  and  Associate  Director  of 
Admissions  Dorothy  Clift  is  traveling 
to  Latin  America  to  talk  with  inter- 
ested students. 

However  successful  these  methods 
are.  Miss  Ramsdell  emphasizes  that 
some  changes  must  also  take  place 
within  the  College  if  Pine  Manor  is  to 
find  long  range  solutions  to  the  prob- 
lem of  declining  enrollment.  She  is 
especially  hopeful  about  the  effects  of 
proposed  B.A.  degrees  and  the 
growth  of  student  internships.  "With 
the  increasing  interest  among  today's 
high  school  students  in  careers,  the 
B.A.  programs  in  selected  fields  and 
the  expanded  internship  opportuni- 
ties should  have  a very  positive 
impact,"  she  predicts. 


Gil  Leaf:  new  ideas 


Exploring  the 
nooks  and  crannies 

Do  you  know  what  "Babo"  is?  Are 
the  names  "Beaver  Brau"  and  "Casa- 
Bee's"  familiar?  If  not,  there's  a new 
booklet  designed  to  help  guide  the 
uninitiated  through  the  mysteries  of 
Pine  Manor  slang  as  well  as  provide 
information  about  the  campus  and 
Boston.  Entitled  "Nooks  and  Cran- 
nies," the  handbook  provides  the 
"inside"  information  that  incoming 
freshmen  have  always  needed,  but, 
until  now,  have  had  to  pick  up  by 
trial  and  error  after  their  arrival. 

Alice  Eiseman  '76,  secretary/treas- 
urer of  the  Student  Government 
Association,  originated  the  idea  of  a 
student-written  guide  for  incoming 
freshmen,  and  the  idea  was  enthu- 
siastically adopted  by  the  rest  of  the 
class.  Eight  sections  — Lingo,  Your 
Room,  Transportation,  Expeditions, 
Shopping  Areas,  Food  and  Drink, 
Culture,  and  Services  and  Frequently 
Used  Phone  Numbers  — were 
decided  upon,  and  class  members 
were  invited  to  work  on  whichever 
appealed  to  them.  Each  chapter  was 
coordinated,  written  and  illustrated 
by  one  or  two  students,  and  the 
entire  booklet  was  edited  by  Ms. 
Eiseman  and  Cathy  Higgins,  fresh- 
man class  president,  with  some 
advice  from  Dr.  Fred  Cabot,  English 
department  chairman,  and  Resident 
Counselor  Helen  Drinan. 

The  result  of  four  months'  work, 
"Nooks  and  Crannies"  is  a readable, 
entertaining  guide  that  gives  infor- 
mation relevant  to  students  new  to 
Pine  Manor.  The  incoming  freshman 
can  not  only  study  the  intricacies  of 
Boston's  mass  transit  system,  learn 
when  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  is 
open  and  discover  which  late  night 
pizza  shops  deliver  to  the  dorms,  but 
also  bone  up  on  curent  slang. 
("Babo,"  by  the  way,  is  a nickname 
for  Babson  College;  "Beaver  Brau"  is 
a weekly  pub  night  at  Babson  and 


"CasaBee's"  is  a college  pub  in  Har- 
vard Square.)  A chapter  devoted  to 
dorm  rooms  gives  a student  perspec- 
tive on  college-provided  furnishings; 
the  fact  that  each  student  is  allotted 
two  electrical  outlets  is  insignificant 
unless  you're  an  incoming  freshman 
trying  to  decide  if  you  should  bring  a 
stereo,  clock  radio  and  electric  type- 
writer. Suggestions  for  livening  up 
rooms  are  given  along  with  a caution 
against  charging  too  much  at  the 
Campus  Shop  and  Snack  Bar  — 
"Those  record  albums  and  sundaes 
add  up!" 

"Nooks  and  Crannies"  will  be  dis- 
tributed to  all  those  accepted  into  the 
freshman  class,  as  well  as  to  current 
students,  faculty  and  staff  who  may 
well  glean  some  interesting  bits  of 
information  themselves.  "We  really 
hope  this  will  be  helpful  to  incoming 
freshmen,"  says  Alice  Eiseman.  "We 
want  them  to  know  what  to  expect 
when  they  come  to  Pine  Manor,  and 
we  hope  this  will  give  them  confi- 
dence and  make  them  more  self-suf- 
ficient and  independent." 

People  and  places 

There  was  standing  room  only  in 
the  East  Commons  on  January  21 
when  Pat  Mitchell,  well-known 
entertainment  reporter  on  Boston's 
WBZ-TV,  arrived.  Dressed  in  a fur- 
trimmed  coat  and  feathered  hat  and 
accompanied  by  a video  tape  crew, 
she  looked  very  much  the  glamorous 
television  personality,  but  the  eve- 
ning revealed  her  to  be  a hard- 
hitting, down-to-earth  woman  with 
a disarming  sense  of  humor.  Her 
"official"  topic  was  to  be  "Places  of 
Interest  in  Boston,"  and  the  audience 
laughed  when  she  confessed,  "Pat 
Mitchell  doesn't  have  any  time  to  go 
any  place  in  Boston,  and  I am  proba- 
bly the  world's  worst  person  to  ask 
about  any  place  to  go  outside  of  a 
movie  and  a theater."  She  was,  in 
fact,  much  more  interested  in  people 
than  in  places. 
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Ms.  Mitchell  pointed  out  that, 
although  the  number  and  kinds  of 
positions  open  to  women  in  TV  has 
improved  greatly,  there  are  very  real 
problems  facing  women  there,  as  in 
other  fields.  "The  women  who  work 
in  television  and  the  women  who 
work  in  any  industry  have  to  be  very 
strong.  Strength  and  commitment  for 
what  you  believe  in  is  often  inter- 
preted as  aggressiveness,  competi- 
tiveness, ambitiousness."  She  went 
on  to  say  that,  although  these  traits 
are  admired  in  men,  they  are  often 
disapproved  of  in  women.  The  most 
serious  problem,  she  said,  is  the  scar- 
city of  women  at  the  very  top  levels 
where  the  greatest  decision  making 
power  lies.  One  reason  for  this  is  that 
women  have  been  denied  opportuni- 
ties to  acquire  the  executive  experi- 
ence often  required  for  top  positions; 
they  are  told  they  are  ineligible  for 
such  positions  because  of  inexperi- 
ence, but  no  one  will  put  them  into 
positions  to  develop  the  necessary 
qualifications  (a  dilemma  familiar  to 
many  recent  college  graduates).  Ms. 
Mitchell  did  say  that  employers  are 
beginning  to  recognize  that  ability 
can  often  compensate  for  lack  of 
experience. 

In  response  to  audience  questions, 
Ms.  Mitchell  made  it  clear  that  she 
was  not  saying  that  a career  outside 
the  home  is  necessary  for  a woman  to 
be  fulfilled.  The  important  thing,  she 
emphasized,  is  for  men  and  women 
to  have  a choice  in  what  they  do.  "If 
we  could  find  a way  for  men  and 
women  to  understand  that  about  one 
another  and  to  let  each  other  grow  as 
individuals  and  together,  we  could 
reform  American  society,"  she  said.

However,  she  did  answer  student 
questions  about  inexpensive,  fun 
places  to  go,  from  alternative  theaters 
to  outdoor  recreation  areas  to  restau- 
rants and  bars  where  women  unac- 
companied by  men  can  go  without 
feeling  uneasy.  She  got  a round  of 
applause  when  she  said,  "The  time 
has  come  when  women  should  really 
feel  comfortable  about  going  out 
together.  We  should  no  longer  feel 
intimidated  or  guilty  or  afraid  of 
what  people  are  going  to  say  or  think 
because  we  are  out  together." 

Questions  about  her  job  as  enter- 
tainment reporter  and  her  upcoming 
daily  show  "Woman  '75"  led  to  dis- 
cussion of  larger  issues  and  ideas. 

Ms.  Mitchell,  who  has  an  academic 
background  that  includes  college 
teaching,  spoke  of  the  frustrations  of 
trying  to  give  capsule  reviews  of  the 


arts  on  TV.  "The  first  thing  you  learn 
about  television  is  you  might  as  well 
forget  about  putting  a report  together 
intelligently.  The  very  most  you  can 
hope  for  is  saying  it  at  all."  She 
promised  that  "Woman  '75"  would 
be  a seminar  show  that  would  do 
what  television  does  best — provide 
information — by  dealing  with  real 
people  and  real  problems,  from 
divorce  to  inflation.  According  to  Ms. 
Mitchell,  the  fact  that  WBZ  execu- 
tives are  willing  to  support  a daily, 
woman -oriented  show  is  indicative 
of  recent  changes  in  attitudes  about 
women.  The  prejudice  against 
women  on-camera,  held  by  women 
themselves  even  five  years  ago,  has 
changed;  in  fact,  according  to  her,  a 
1974  survey  showed  that  women  on 
TV  were  found  to  be  more  credible 
than  men.  When  a student  asked, 
"Have  you  found  a lot  of  static  work- 
ing in  a male-oriented  business?".

"I  sometimes  feel  as  if  my  life  has  been  so 
structured,  so  directed."  The  complaint  is  not 
an  unusual  one,  except  that  it  comes  from 
Meredith  Pike  '68  who  since  leaving  Pine 
Manor  has  climbed  Mt.  Kilimanjaro,  taught 
English  to  Navaho  Indians,  had  malaria, 
served  as  the  first  white  recreation  director  in  a 
mostly-black  city,  and  taught  in  Africa,  among 
other  things. 

To  start  at  the  beginning,  Meredith  Pike 
headed  back  to  her  home  state  of  California 
after  graduation  in  1968,  planning  to  get  her 
B.  A.  in  English  at  Berkeley.  This  she  accom- 
plished, but  she  also  got  a job  with  the  Oak- 
land Recreation  Department.  "That's  really 
when  things  started  going  well  for  me,  I sup- 
pose," she  says.  "I  was  hired  as  the  first  white 
recreation  leader  on  a black  playground  —it 
was  the  first  thing  I had  done  that  I both  liked 
a great  deal  and  was  good  at."  On  the  job  she 
taught  everything  from  puppetry  to  cooking  — 
and  her  softball  team  won  the  Oakland  City 
championship  that  year,  as  well. 

After  receiving  her  B.A.,  she  set  her  hopes 
on  joining  the  Peace  Corps  and  was  accepted 
to  teach  in  a girls'  school  in  Togo,  a small 
country  on  the  West  Coast  of  Africa  between 
Ghanaand  Dahomey.  The  only  word  to 
describe  her  teaching  schedule  would  be  hec- 
tic: besides  teaching  four  different  levels  of 
English,  she  was  also  responsible  for  history, 
art  and  physical  education.  To  complicate 
things,  all  courses  were  taught  in  French  (for 
which  she  had  only  six  weeks  of  preparation), 
and  speaking  fast  enough  to  keep  her  physical 
education  students  attentive  to  their  exercises 
was  not  always  easy:  "Can  you  imagine  yelling 
'frappez-le,  frappez-le'  after  just  six  weeks  of 
French?"  she  asks. 

Despite  these  challenges,  her  biggest  con- 
cern lay  more  in  the  interpersonal  sphere.  Try- 
ing to  cope  with  Togo's  male -dominated  soci- 
ety and  its  expectations  of  women  was  not 
easy,  and  she  worked  hard  with  her  students 
to  gradually  shift  their  thinking:  "I  did  every- 
thing I could  to  try  to  give  them  a positive  self- 
concept,"  she  says,  "but  things  are  changing 
very  slowly  there."  One  societal  custom  she 
confronted  was  polygamy:  traditionally  in 
Togo  the  number  of  children  a man  has  is  a 
direct  indication  of  his  wealth,  good  fortune 
and  good  nature.  So  the  more  wives,  the  more 
children,  and  the  more  prestige,  which  means 
that  women  are  seldom  encouraged  to  con- 
tinue their  educations  and  are  expected  "to 
stay  home  and  make  millet  beer,  patte  and 
sauce  (a  local  staple)  and  tend  the  children." 
Her  attempts  to  raise  the  self  images  of  her 
female  students  were  not  part  of  the  official 
curriculum,  though — especially  her  lectures 
on  birth  control.  "I  found  they  didn't  know 
anything  at  all  about  menstrual  cycles,  even 
though  their  ages  ranged  from  15  to  21,"  she 
recalls. 


Two  years  and  one  malaria  case  later  (the 
malaria  was  successfully  cured  in  a German 
hospital),  Meredith  Pike's  Peace  Corps  term 
was  up.  Her  path  then  took  her  to  eastern  Ari- 
zona, where  she  secured  a job  teaching  Eng- 
lish as  a Second  Language  to  Navaho  children 
at  the  Rough  Rock  Demonstration  School.  "I 
had  been  working  with  blacks  for  about  four 
years  by  the  time  I left  Africa,"  she  recalls, 
"and  1 decided  that  I really  wanted  to  experi- 
ence another  culture."  She  found  Navaho 
nature  to  be  nearly  the  converse  of  the  African: 
"The  African  is  more  flamboyant,  open  and 
expressive,  where  the  Navahos  tend  to  be 
reserved  and  introspective,"  she  says.  "1  had 
loved  the  Africans  I met,  but  it  was  really 
lovely  to  see  the  subtlety  of  the  Navahos.  It's 
beautiful,  especially  in  the  desert  setting, 
which  complements  their  character  so 
perfectly." 

The  beauty  of  the  land  took  a while  to  grow 
on  her,  though.  At  first  the  desolation  of  the 
area  was  a shock,  especially  as  she  had  trav- 
eled almost  directly  from  Togo  to  Arizona.  "It 
was  strange  to  find  that  I was  more  isolated 
there  than  I had  been  in  West  Africa,"  she 
recalls.  "To  get  to  where  I taught  and  lived, 
you  have  to  travel  over  16  miles  of  dirt  road 
which  is  literally  impassable  during  the 
winter."  The  town  at  the  end  of  that  road  con- 
tained only  a trading  post,  a school,  a quaker 
mission  and  a few  houses,  but  she  did  manage 
to  rent  one  "luxury":  a piano,  carried  in  on  a 
truck  by  a sympathetic  man  from  nearby 
Gallup. 

After  an  intensive  year  with  the  Navahos, 
she  was  off  again,  this  time  back  to  Africa  for 
some  emotional  reunions  with  old  Togolese 
friends  and  for  some  travel  ("I  had  been  so 
snowed  under  while  1 was  teaching  there  that  I 
could  never  even  think  about  visiting  other 


parts  of  Africa,"  she  recalls).  Her  route  took 
her  through  some  of  Africa's  famous  game 
reserves  and  culminated  in  a climb  up  18,365’ 
Mt.  Kilimanjaro.  The  five-day,  70-mile  hike 
proved  to  be  too  much  for  some:  not  everyone 
in  her  group  made  it  to  the  top,  mostly  because 
of  the  shortage  of  oxygen  and  accompanying 
sickness.  "As  you  near  the  top,"  she  says, 

"you  have  to  inhale  every  time  you  take  a step 
because  there's  so  little  oxygen.  I couldn't 
imagine  that  feeling  — which  may  be  why  I was 
so  enthusiastic  about  the  trip  before  I started!" 

What  does  one  do  for  an  encore  after  seven 
years  like  this?  She  has  already  had  an  exhibit 
in  San  Francisco  of  some  of  her  African  photo- 
graphs and  souvenirs  and  is  working  on  at 
least  two  other  projects:  "I'd  really  like  to  do  a 
photo  essay  on  African  women,"  she  says, 
"plus  I'm  working  on  two  books  about  Africa 
for  secondary  school  American  students."  Her 
long-range  plans  include  working  with  and 
experiencing  still  other  cultures:  "I'm  thinking 
about  learning  Spanish  next,"  she  says, 

"and  trying  to  get  into  work  with  Mexican- 
Americans." 

Overly  structured?  Too  directed?  Judge  for 
yourself.  □L.S.
